Milling, the primary industry in Williamson 
County until after the Civil War, isn’t making a 
comeback. But commercial grinding will be 
back in the county on a small basis after the first 
of next year as a sideline to a unique new 
business. 


Neal White, a native Arizonan who has moved 
to Hutto, has opened the Country Style Kitchen 
Equipment Company there in one of the old 
buildings located just off Highway 79. His main 
product, which will accomplish the grinding, is a 
stone grain mill. 


After about two months’ operation, White’s 
plant is turning out 20 mills a week. For now he 
is putting the small mills together himself, with 
the help of another worker, but he plans to have 
15 to 20 workers on the production line when the 
manufacturing starts full steam in about a year. 
White says the mills, which measure about 15 
inches in height and length and about 10 inches in 


width, are designed for homemakers. Their size 
would allow them to be kept in the home for 
grinding flour when it is needed. 
The mills can grind 40 to 50 pounds of any dry 
grain an hour. And the stones which do the mill­ 
ing can be set for pastry, fine, coarse meal or 
cracked grain grinding. 
A new stone design is featured in White’s mill. 
They do not grind together, which eliminates 
flaking. 
They are also some of the hardest stones 
available. 
Stones are rated for hardness from an “A," 
which is the softest, to a “Z,” which is the 
hardest. The mill stones White uses are rated 
from “T” to “Z.” By comparison, a stone which 
is used for grinding tools is rated at H. 
White became interested in the small mills 
after his wife bought one made by another 
manufacturer and was unhappy with its perfor­ 
mance. He overhauled it, developed a better

Taylor man 
acquitted 
in shooting 


Hugs, handshakes, kisses, and congratulations 
were traded between Raymond Jackson and cry­ 
ing well-wishers Wednesday afternoon as 
Jackson was found innocent of wrongdoing in the 
February 27 shooting death of Fred Autry in 
south Taylor. 
A 26th Judicial District Jury returned a ver­ 
dict of “not guilty” at 3:15 p. m., after just two 
hours of deliberation, acquitting Jackson of 
murder charges by reason of self-defense. 
Testimony in the murder trial began Monday 
afternoon and ran throughout the day Tuesday, 
ending with prosecution and defense arguments 
before the jury Wednesday morning. 
Court-appointed attorneys Ted Hejl of Taylor, 
Ed Walsh of Round Rock and Ron Shortes of 
Austin defended Jackson, who tensely and silent­ 
ly awaited the jury's decision. He embraced 
members of a large audience afterward. 
Handling the state's case was District At­ 
torney W. H. Connor.

What happened to the dinosaurs'* They overate. 
It is the consensus of anthropologists that the dinosaurs 
grew too big for their own good, got too fat to forage — and 
finally too weak to support their own weight. 
There is increasing evidence that our big cities, consuming 
more than they are producing, “ too weak to support their 
own weight,” like the dinosaurs are doomed 
BY NOW NEW YORK CITY would be belly-up except for 
transfusions supplied by the rest of us 
And most all large cities are in a similar bind 
The bigger they get beyond 50,000 population the more they 
suffer from cascading debt, excessive labor contracts, 
runaway pension obligations and a form of malignancy 
which feeds on itself 
Just as one for-instance. the bigger the city the more fire 
calls per capita 
Typically, the big-city politicians are elected and re­ 
elected by promises to do more for the electorate, burdening 
their cities with more social services 
These “ promises have attracted to the big cities low- or 
no-income outsiders who characteristically consume more 
taxes than they produce. 
AND SO IT IS THAT CITIES under 50,000 population spend 
an average $158 32 per person per year for municipal ser­ 
vices For cities over 300.000 that cost is doubled For cities 
of a million it s quadrupled. 
For a city such as New York the per-capita cost of ser­ 
vices is astronomical — last year $1,223 68 
Remember, for a city of 50.000 it was $158 
For a city of millions. $1,200 plus! 
In these biggest cities public welfare" is the biggest item 
on the budget 
There are some exceptions — a few large cities are thriv­ 
ing such as Phoenix. Memphis. Houston. San Diego They 
appear able to continue to attract new businesses and 
middle-income wage earners and to be able to reach out and 
annex bedroom suburbs” with their immense tax potential. 
BIT THE 14 BIG CITIES which are decaying are so 
hemmed in that their population density is triple that of the 
still-growing cities 
As surely as all excesses tend to correct themselves, there 
is a mass exodus from New York City. 
Overstuffed Chicago’s population has shrunk 5 8% in the 
past three years. 
This natural streamlining is a much more healthful 
remedy than any federal cash bailout which inevitably would 
compound the pressure and perhaps eventuate in some 
hideous manifestation of internal combustion 
Americans will head back to rural areas only when they 
are weaned And the cities, divested of luxuries, with reduc­ 
ed payrolls, improved productivity and frugal money 
management, might grow old with a degree of dignity

Ac tion ne e de d - now! 


Last week's tragic death of a Georgetown y oungster, 
11-y ear-old William Powers, certainly should result in 
swift action to reduce some of the factors that made 
the accident predictable. 
THE TRIANGLE of old Highway 81 and Andice 
Road (or Williams Drive), with blinker lights on the 
west side of the Highway 35 over-pass, becomes a traf­ 
fic bedlam as students and teachers go to and from the 
new high school and middle school at the same time 
city workers are hurry ing from or to downtown. 
Traffic backs up for blocks and kids, being kids, are 
darting in and out of the line of stalled cars, jumping in 
front of oncoming automobiles that are within their 
speed limits at 55 miles per hour! Highway patrolman 
Sgt Fred Hurst told this newspaper months before the 
new high school opened that the area would surely be 
terribly dangerous, and this needless death has 
already proved out his prediction. 
THE FIRST THING that should be done - lower the 
speed limits to 20 miles per hour in the very congested 
areas, especially in front of the high school and middle 
school, and probably in areas leading down Highway 
81. or Austin Street North Stop lights appear to be an 
absolute necessity and certainly city police should be 
positioned to see that every one stay s within limits, and 
that kids act more responsibly A quick study should be 
made to supply additional approaches to the high 
school We suggest a quick meeting of representatives 
from both schools, the city council and police, the state 
highway patrol, and state highway department to dis­ 
cuss this matter 
In the meantime both schools indeed, all schools l 
should have assemblies to discuss this situation and to 
--essphasize- iiiat caution"and' good judgment are the 
watchwords If this is already being done, we suggest 
that it be continued and re-emphasized It can’t be 
overstated, we believe 
Let s get the show on the road 
The death of William Powers and the mark that it 
will leave on Jerry Graham’s heart is a terrible price 
to pay for poor traffic planning The least we can do is 
the best we can from now on out.

WASHINGTON - The big­ 
gest roadblock in the way of 
Chilean refugees who want to 
come to the United States, ac­ 
cording to high-level sources, 
has been Secretary of Sta le He­ 
nry Kissinger 
Presumably , he does not want 
to irritate Chile s military junta 
by appearing overly anx ious to 
take in people who are fleeing 
them 
Not until recent weeks has 
Kissinger started to relent He is 
listening now to his chief Latin 
.American specialist, .Assistant 
Secretary William Rogers, who 
wants to ex pedite the flow of 
Chilean refugees to this country ' 
Yet the wheels of Die rufugee 
processing bureaucracy con­ 
tinue to grind ex ceedingly 
slowly . The chief stumbling 
block now is the Immigration 
Service which, by law has to ap­ 
prove each refugee who is ad 
milled To date precious few 
have been processed 
It has not alway s been thus 
Last spring, when hordes of 
South Vietnamese were fleeing 
the invading communists over 
130000 refugees were admitted 
to the I rated States with bttle 
difficulty it took only eight to 
ten day s, on the average for 
each of them to obtain a security 
clearance 
Some 28,000 Chileans fled 
their country after the military 
coup which depfjsed Marx ist 
President Salvador Aliende in 


September, 1973 Around 12.000 
of them have been resettled in 41 
countries But the latest figures 
show that the United States in 
September had accepted only 26. 
And these were third-country 
nationals rather than native 
Chileans. 
Two y ears ago. Sen Ted Ken­ 
nedy . D-Mass., the Senate 
refugee chairman, urged that a 
formal mechanism be set up for 
those wishing to escape the mili­ 
tary dictatorship 
More than a y ear later, the 
State Department got around to 
announcing that it had begun 
“coasultmg" with the Congress 
and Immigration Service on a 
refugee plan 
Henry ’ Kissinger rarely con­ 
sults Congress on any thing ho 
doesn’t have to. Critics im­ 
mediately suspected it was a 
stalling tactic, tha! he would 
rather ‘consult than “act" 
On June 12 1975. the State 
Department announced that a 
(Tiilean refugee program had 
formally begun Four months 
later, not a single Chilean had 
been allowed into the United 
States under the new plan 
The first refugee finally strag­ 
gled into San Francisco on Octo­ 
ber 18 A review of his Slate 
iJepartment file, which we have 
obtained, reveals that he has an 
impeccable background and is 
singularly noncontroversial Why 
rt look so long to process his entry 
is dumbfounding 
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He is Pedro Huertas Tapia 
the internal State Department 
documents reveal -- a 20-vear- 
old “outstanding medical stu­ 
dent" who was named the “best 
Boy Scout in Chile' in 19 72 He 
was arrested in September 197A 
state the documents, “after some 
unknown person denounced 
him" as a revolutionary 
After finally deciding he 
could come to the U.S.. Ameri­ 
can authorities visited him in his 
prison cell and told him he 
would be leaving within 24 
hours. But he was not told where 
he was going until he was on a 
plane out of the country 
As of this writing, an addi­ 
tional two refugees have come 
to America -- a grand total of 29 
since the cotg> of two y ears age 
Clearly , someone in this land 
of the free and home of the 
brave doesn t believe that 
Chileans who despise the junta 
deserve to live here.

I am able to pay for care and 
a place to live — but where? 
Ideas and reasonable suggest- 
sions are gratefully received.

AUSTIN — You are reminded 
of the cowboy climbing aboard 
"the horse that’s never been 
rode" as you listen to Gov. 
Dolph Briscoe's bold and brassy 
promises to trim down state 
government in size and spen­ 
ding. 
Whether he will be accepting 
the cup as the world s Champion 
cowboy, or dusting off the seat 
of his pants after rising dazed 
from the rodeo arena floor In 
June, 1977, will be the subject of 
the best spectator sport in 
Austin these next 18 months. 
While all the experts are stan­ 
ding around and saying that 
there is just no way to avoid a 
big tax increase in 1977, Briscoe 
has been bragging that he’ll fix 
it so there won't be any in­ 
crease at all. He is halfway safe 
in that it’s probably certain that 
inflation will continue, and thus 
bring in more and more 
revenue from sales taxes. 
But the other half of the way 
will have to be done by cutting 
back on spending or on the nor­ 
mal growth of spending. It has 
been fascinating to watch the 
warfare over who will get to 
help Briscoe o n that part of the 
chore. 
The privately-financed Texas 
Research League proposed last 
January a massive study to 
make sta te government 
“ modem, viable, responsive.” 
Those three words came from a 
letter Briscoe had written in 
April, 1973, asking the league to 
review all the executive and ad­ 
ministrative agencies. Briscoe 
said then that he would like to 
see the recommendations in­ 
cluded in the constitutional 
revision program in 1974. The 
league’s 
preliminary report 
pointed out the need to provide 
executive budget supervision 
instead of leaving it to the 
Legislature, and taste of that 
was included in the late 
proposal for a new constitution 
It also pointed out that state 
government employment had 
risen 120 per cent from 1957 to 
1973. and was in 1973 third in the 
nation in state employes per 
10,000 population It also warn­ 
ed that the trends then under 
way would give Texas more 
employes than New York State, 
which had already frozen its 
state government employment. 
But the Research League did 
not get the job Instead, the 
long-pending 
“ little Hoover 
Commission" proposal of Sen 
Bill Patman of Ganado was 
passed with revisions, with Lt 
Gov Bill Hobby as chairman 
and Bnscoe appointees in the 
majority 
And the staffs of the six com 
rn it tees set up by Hobby will 
come from state agencies 
rather than the priva te 
research group The Texas Ad­ 
visory 
Commission 
on 
Intergovernmental 
Relations, 
the legislative Budget Board 


staff, resulting from two years 
work with “ zero based 
budgeting.” It found a dozen 
state agencies with programs in 
the same health and education 
fields, and raised the very 
logical question as to whether 
they should be concentrated in 
a single agency. 
Hobby and Vice Chairman- 
Speaker Bill Clayton can assure 
that the recommendations of 
the JACGO get attention from 
the legislature in 1977, since 
they preside over the two 
houses. And the committee 
chairpersons didn’t exactly 
come to town on a load of green 
fire wood Harry Provence, the 
Waco editor who heads the 
higher education coordinating 
board, heads the education 
committee. State Democratic 
Chairman Calvin Guest of 
Bryan, heads the group on ad­ 
ministrative support and fiscal 
management. Herbert J. 
Frensley. recently retired as 
president of Brown & Root, 
chairs the natural resources 
committee. Dr. June Hyer of 
the University of Houston, ex­ 
pert in the fields of health and 
welfare, heads the committee 
in that field. State Highway 
Chairman Reagan Houston HI 
of San Antonio heads the com­ 
mittee on economic develop­ 
ment and law enforcement. 
They will have two weeks to get 
up designs for their research 
programs, which will be 
reviewed by the policy and 
structure committee headed by 
Hobby, and be ready for 
launching Jan. 9. 
The shelves of the state’s 
libraries are stacked with 
research reports cm various 
aspects of state government. 
Most of them cost a lot, and 
their accomplishment, if 
anything, was to focus attention 
and increase spending in the 
field of study 
This time, by the use of ex­ 
isting staff people, the cost of 
the JACGO study will be 
nothing extra at all They’ll do 
it in their spare time, so to 
speak And the focus will be 
different Instead of “ how to do 
it better.” the aim will be “ how 
to do it for less "

A home stu dy is then made by 
a social worker This con sists of 
sev eral in terv iews with the 
prospectiv e paren ts After the 
family is approv ed, the place­ 
men t of a child is ju st a matter 
of time It might be as short as 
a few weeks or as lon g as 
sev eral mon ths It depen ds on 
the ty pe of child that is wan ted 
an d the av ailability of that ty pe 
of child. 
The child mu st remain in the 
adoptiv e home six mon ths

This assu res that the 
placemen t has a good chan ce of 
workin g ou t.

That Time Of Year... Spirit of '7 6... Sto ck It To 
Them. 
Several thousand farmers and ranchers will receive a 
questionnaire during the latter part of this month and the 
first week or so in December from the Texas Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service. 
It will be either a crop or livestock questionnaire. If 
you are one of those receiving the questionnaire, you are 
requested to fill it out as accurately as possible and return it 
as promptly as possible. 
In this way, you will be doing your part in providing, 
for Texas agriculture and all of the economy, a true picture 
of our state's most basic industry - agriculture. 
Your cooperation is essential, and today it is even more 
important than ever before to have accurate agriculture 
production information on which sound judgments can be 
made. 


THE SPIRIT OF '76 seems to be taking hold of 
agriculture, too, as it relates to parity. 
The latest report on parity for the nation is now 76. It 
was also 76 as of a month ago; a year ago it was 78. It 
means that agriculture generally is about three-fourths as 
well off financially as the rest of the economy. 
The all-farm products index of prices received by Texas 
farmers and ranchers stands at 476. This means a two per 
cent decline compared to a month ago. The crop index was 
up, but the livestock index was down. 
Only oats, hogs and mohair are above parity levels tor 
agriculture producers. Wheat in Texas averaged $3.95 per 
bushel; parity is $4.65. A year ago, wheat in Texas sold for 
$4.76 per bushel. 
Grain sorghum averaged $4.46 per hundredweight in 
Texas; parity is $5.18. 
A year ago, grain sorghum was 
selling at $5.82. 
Cotton continues to be the big exception in crop 
prices. Parity for that commodity is 79 cents a pound; the 
average price in the state is 45 cents per pound; that, 
however, is up six cents per pound from a month ago and is 
about the same as a year ago. 
Hogs, despite some price declines, continue above 
parity. Hog prices in Texas average $54.8 0; this compares 
with a parity ratio of $48.70. A year ago, hogs in Texas 
brought only $35.60. 
Beef cattle average price is $29 .70 compared to $56.20 
parity. Calves averaged almost $23 in Texas; parity is 
almost $70. Sheep and lambs which have been above parity 
in recent months, are now below that ratio, also. 
Mohair at $2.12 is 23 cents a pound above parity. 
Turkey prices to producers average 35 cents per pound; 
parity is 47.4 cents. 
Lgg prices average 60 cents per dozen; parity is 77 
cents per dozen. 


STOCKS OF THE FOUR FEED GRAINS - corn, oats, 
barley and sorghum - in Texas are estimated at 29,000,000 
bushels, a decrease of 12,000,000 bushels from a year ago. 
Corn and grain sorghum were responsible for the 
decrease. Nationwide, stocks of the four grains are 10 per 
cent less than a year ago.

Greenbug populations of up to 
200 greenbugs per foot of row 
were found in oats in William­ 
son County. Possible greenbug 
damage was reported in other 
fields in Williamson County. 
The optimum temperature 
range for greenbug reproduc­ 
tion is between 55 and 95 
degrees F 
Parasites and 
predators of the greenbug 
reproduce slow ly when 
temperatures are below 65 
degrees F. In cool weather the 
greenbug may increase in enor­ 
mous numbers while its 
natural enemies multiply slow­ 
ly 
Sweet potato weevil damage 
was also found in sweet 
potatoes of a gardener in 
William son County. If you 
found small pin head-size boles 
in your sweet potatoes and plan 
to grow them next year, you 
should consider selecting a 
different garden site. 


Weevils may continue to feed 
and mate in stored potatoes 
Check your seed carefully and 
reject any weevil-infested 
potatoes. Guides are available 
at the County Extension 


Agent’s Office for additional in­ 
formation. 
Screw worms — Texas ended 
the month of October with a 
total of 13,612 screwworm cases 
for the year. Arizona had 422, 
New Mexico 254, Oklahoma 12; 
and California 1. Williamson 
County had a reported 7 cases 
of screwworms for the year, 
and Milam County had 16. 


First line of defense against 
screwworm infestation of 
livestock is care by the owner. 
Planning breeding schedules to 
avoid calving and lambing dur­ 
ing warm months, and avoiding 
castrating, branding, dehorning 
and earmarking during these 
months are basic precautions. 
Preventing wounds, treating all 
unavoidable wounds with ap­ 
proved insecticides are essen­ 
tial management practices 


NOTE OF IN TEREST: 
Mirids, often called plant 
bugs or leaf bugs, are small 
sucking insects about V« inch in 
length These dull grayish or 
brownish bugs with red, yellow, 
white or green markings are 
very common and are found in 
large numbers at this time of 
year on weeds, shrubs and 
trees. These insects are mostly

Collectors gather 
British mementos

Britto co ro natio n and histo rical co m- 
memo rativ es are fart gro wing into an impo r­ 
tant co llecting field. 
Kings and queens, pert po litical ev ents, 
nav al v icto ries, ro y al births, deaths, in­ 
v estitures, co ro natio ns, marriages, and ju­ 
bilees hav e caught the Imaginatio n o f peo ple 
bo th in England and in the United States. 
Ro mance and no stalgia arc dramatizing the 
picture. Po mp and pageantry , as captured o n 
so uv enirs and co mmern o r stiv es, seem no t 
o nly wo rth keeping, also but wo rth multiply ­ 
ing by acquisitio n. 
The range is co nsiderable, and includes 
mugs, glass tumblers, silv er beakers, plates, 
figurines, busts, jugs, spo o ns, co ins, music 
bo x es that play “ Go d Sav e the King,” do lls, 
plaques, paperweights, flarts, v ases, cho co ­ 
late tins, ho rse hr asms, and a ho st o f o ther 
items hav e been made in ceramic, china, 
glart tin, plastic, paper, and fabric. 
Two ex hibito rs at the recent Natio nal Arts 
Antiques Festiv al in New Yo rk are leading the 
way with these unusual wares. Elv a S. My lro ie 
o f Amsterdam, New Yo rk, co ntinues the 
business in British co mmemo rrtiv es begun by 
ho - mo ther, Sallie Sky berg, so me 45 y ears 
ago . 
Mrs. My lro ie has no sho p, but ex hibits at 15 
antique sho ws each y ear and makes regular 
trips to England to find her treasures. She 
began her o wn perso nal co llectio n o f British 
so uv enirs when she was 12. She became so 
fascinated that she majo red in English histo ry 
in co llege. 
As a dealer, she no w enjo y s her special­ 
izatio n. “ In spite o f gro wing scarcity and 
rising prices, it is still a highly affo rdable 
co llecting field,” she say s. 
Her mo st ex pensiv e o bject sho wn here was 
an inv itatio n to the co ro natio n o f Geo rge IV in 
1820. priced at 8 250. She has charming small 
lit no graphs fo r 8 5. Mugs, imprinted with 
v isages o f ro y al perso ns, ran fro m 8 12.50 to 
8 00. Queen Victo ria is by far the mo st po pular 
so v ereign amo ng her co llecto rs, and the Duke 
o f Windso r is seco nd. “ The Duke was a 
ro mantic figure who seems to hav e great 
appeal fo r Americans.” 
Bo th Mrs My lro ie and the trio o f o wners 
who o perate a sho p called “ Harv inidge” in 
Sto ningto n, Co nnecticut, do a healthy mail­ 
o rder business thro ugho ut the U.S. “ The 
British are co ining” is the current wo rd 
amo ng such dealers who are also seeking o ut 


bo o ks, nugazines, prints, and o ther reco rds o f 
ro y al Uv ea and ev ents. 
The Sto ningto n sho p is o perated by Henry S. 
Grew and his partners, Vincent and Marjo rie 
Smith. The Smiths liv ed in England fo r 
sev eral y ears and began their co llectio n there. 
Mr. Grew later jo ined them in the search and 
sale o f British Co mmemo rativ es. 
At their New Yo rk bo o th, a pair o f ceramic 
figurine flasks o f Queen Victo ria and Albert 
co mmanded a to p price o f 8 8 50. A co o kie tin, 
deco rated fo r the co ro natio n o f Elizabeth II in 
1963 bro ught a mere 8 8 .50. A pair o f Staffo rd­ 
shire figures o f Nicho las ami Alex andra o f 
Russia so ld fo r 8 17 5. A framed handkerchief 
imprinted with Edward’s abdicatio n speech o f 
198 6 co st 8 20. 
Many to p British makers are represented in 
co mmemo rativ es. 
including 
Wedgwo o d, 
Ro y al Do ulto n, 
Sp o de, Minto n, Swansea, and 
Fento n. 
Lux ury editio ns first appeared in 1902, and 
were in sharp co ntrast to the cheap spo o ns and 
mugs made to be giv en away free to British 
scho o lchildren. 
The first co ro natio n medal was issued fo r 
the co ro natio n o f Edward VI, and such medals 
are no w a peculiarly British pheno meno n. 
The flo o d o f wares that came with Queen 
Victo ria's diamo n d jubilee in 18 97 was unsur­ 
passed. Indeed, her 64 -y ear reign has pro ­ 
v ided a v ast array o f memento s and co m- 
memo rativ es fo r p resen t-day 
co llecto rs. 
Altho ugh there are no t y et a great many 
co mmemo rativ es fo r to day ’s 
Prince Charles, 
a gro wing n u mber o f p erso n s are 
co llecting 
them while they are bo th inex pensiv e and 
av ailable. 
Man y co llecto rs lo o k o n ly fo r co m­ 
memo rativ e o bjects o f a certain mo n arch, o r 
fo r certain fo rms o r materials su ch as tin , 
glass, o r p o ttery . 
The o p in io n o f dealers is that p rices o f su ch 
wares will co n tin u e to go u p , an d that their 
in v estmen t v alu e will in crease with 
scarcity 
an d age.

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Hutto merchant revives home grain milling 


Milling, the primary industry in Williamson 
County until after the Civil War, isn’t making a 
comeback. But commercial grinding will be 
back in the county on a small basis after the first 
of next year as a sideline to a unique new 
business. 


Neal White, a native Arizonan who has moved 
to Hutto, has opened the Country Style Kitchen 
Equipment Company there in one of the old 
buildings located just off Highway 79. His main 
product, which will accomplish the grinding, is a 
stone grain mill. 


After about two months’ operation, White’s 
plant is turning out 20 mills a week. For now he 
is putting the small mills together himself, with 
the help of another worker, but he plans to have 
15 to 20 workers on the production line when the 
manufacturing starts full steam in about a year. 
White says the mills, which measure about 15 
inches in height and length and about IO inches in 


width, are designed for homemakers. Their size 
would allow them to be kept in the home for 
grinding flour when it is needed. 
The mills can grind 40 to 50 pounds of any dry 
grain an hour. And the stones which do the mill­ 
ing can be set for pastry, fine, coarse meal or 
cracked grain grinding. 
A new stone design is featured in White’s mill. 
They do not grind together, which eliminates 
flaking. 
They are also some of the hardest stones 
available. 
Stones are rated for hardness from an “A,” 
which is the softest, to a “Z,” which is the 
hardest. The mill stones White uses are rated 
from “T” to “Z.” By comparison, a stone which 
is used for grinding tools is rated at H. 
White became interested in the small mills 
after his wife bought one made by another 
manufacturer and was unhappy with its perfor­ 
mance. He overhauled it, developed a better 


mill and later made some for friends. 
The mill was accepted so well he decided to 
leave his job as an executive sales manager for a 


cookware firm to build them full-time. But he 
has other reasons why he decided to enter the 
market with his improved mill. 


Leander board sets

Taylor man 
acquitted 
in shooting 


Hugs, handsnakes, kisses, and congratulations 
were traded between Raymond Jackson and cry­ 
ing well-wishers Wednesday afternoon as 
Jackson was found innocent of wrongdoing in the 
February 27 shooting death of Fred Autry in 
south Taylor.

Typically, the big-city politicians are elected and re­ 
elected by promises to do more for the electorate, burdening 
their cities with more social services 
These “promises have attracted to the big cities low- or 
no tncome outsiders who characteristically consume more 
taxes than they produce, 
AND SO IT IS THAT CITIES under 50,000 population spend 
an average $158.32 per person per year for municipal ser­ 
vices For cities over 300 OOO that cost is doubled. For cities 
of a million it s quadrupled. 
For a city such as New York the per-capita cast of "ser­ 
i e s 
is astronomical — last year $1,223 68 
Remember for a city of 50.000 it was $158 
For a city of millions, $1,200 plus! 
In these biggest cities public welfare” is the biggest item 
on the budget. 
There are some exceptions - a few large cities are th ro ­ 
ng >uch as Phoenix Memphis. Houston. San Diego They 
appear able to continue to attract new businesses and 
middle-income wage earners and to be able to reach out and 
nnex bedroom suburbs with their immense tax potential 
Bl f THE 14 BIG CITIES which are decaying are so 
emmed in that their population density is triple that of the 
still-growing cities. 
As surely as all excesses tend to correct themselves, there 
is a mass exodus from New York Qty. 
Overstuffed Chicago s population has shrunk 5 8% in the 
past three years. 
This natural streamlining is a much more healthful 
remedy than any federal cash bailout which inevitably would 
compound the pressure and perhaps eventuate in some 
hideous manifestation of internal combustion 
Americans will head back to rural areas only when they 
are weaned And the cities, divested of luxuries, with reduc­ 
ed payrolls, improved productivity and frugal money 
management might grow old with a degree of dignity.

More than 170 children in cen­ 
tral Texas face the bleak 
prospect of growing up in a 
series of foster homes, ul­ 
timately belonging to no one but 
the state. These are the 
children who have been taken 
away from their parents by 
court order because their home 
situations posed real threats to 
their physical or mental health 
The only alternative to a life 
of continual uprooting and 
emotional turmoil is adoption. 
Yet because these youngsters 
are older (usually school age), 
or have handicaps, they have 
not found adoptive homes as 
quickly as infants, who are very 
much in demand 
Ten or fifteen years ago, a 
child past the age of two years 
was considered v irtu ally 
‘ unadoptable.’ But the marked 
decline of infants available for 
adoption, caused by greatly 
lowered birth rates, is leading 
some couples to consider mak­ 


ing an older child a part of their 
family.

atmude toward American ranchers and consumers. 


The Senate has approved a bill that would forbid the use 
of the chemical additive diethystiibestrol (D ES) as a supple­ 
ment in cattie feed Ranchers and consumers will pay dearly 
if this unwise, uncalled for bill becomes law. Ranch income 
will plunge, and consumer prices— especially beef prices- 
will soar. 
DES has two primary uses 
as a growth-stimulating 
hormone intended for feeding or subcutaneous ear implant­ 
ing in feedlot cattle, and as a “morning after” contraceptive. 
The controversy over DES sterna from its use as an oral 
contraceptive. DES. when ingested, can cause a rare form of 
vaginal cancer in the female offspring, and sterility in the 
male offspring, or women who use it as a contraceptive. 
There is no scientific evidence yet, however, to indicate 
that harm could come to a person who eats DES-fed beef. 
A small percentage of beef livers in I S. Department of 


Agriculture testing have been found to contain up to two 
parts per billion of DES But D ES has never been found in 
red meat tissues. There has not been a single report of a 
harmful effect from eating meat from DES-fed cattle in 
20 years of use. 
lf five per cent of DES-fed cattle livers contained two 
part*' per billion of DES, a person would have to consume 
five million pounds of liver per year for 50 years in order 
to equal the intake of DES from a single treatment of the 
DES oral contraceptive. 
Despite this evidence, the Senate bill would ban the use 
of DES as a cattle feed supplement, but would permit the 
continued use of the hormone as an oral contraceptive. I 
find this incredible. 
DES deeding saves an average of 81 pounds of feed for 
e-^ch 1(X> pounds of gain in beef steers. On a yearly basis. 


the saving is 7.7 billion pounds of feed— an amount roughly 
equal to the total feed grain purchases being made by the 
Soviet Union. In terms of corn, the saving is equal to 
releasing more than 1.5 million acres of corn land for 
production of other crops This is an incredible amount of 
grain to throw away for nothing 
I am as concerned as any person can be about the possi­ 
ble health hazard posed by DES. It is imperative that we 
find out as much as we can about the possible effects* of 
the hormone. If there is any evidence whatever that DES 
used as a cattle feed will cause cancer, it should of course 
be banned But this drastic step would cost beef producers 
and consumers millions of dollars in additional costs, so it 
should not be taken unless and until there is evidence that 
DES, used as a cattle feed, is harmful. At present, there is 
no such evidence.

AUSTIN—A number of 


Texans will be shopping for 
new or used cars this fall 
Most are aware that one im­ 
portant indicator of how much 
wear and tear a car has 
received is the number of 
miles shown on the odometer 


Of course, if an odometer 
reading has been altered, the 
ability to assess the car’s value, 
reliability, and safety is im­ 
paired 


But what some car-shopping 
consumers may not be aware 
of is that since 1973 the Texas 
Deceptive Trade Practices- 
Consumer Protection Act has 
provided protection against 
sellers who disconnect, turn 
back, or reset the odometer of 
any car or truck so as to reduce 
the number of miles shown 


Anyone who suspects 
odometer tampering should 
contact our Attorney Gener­ 
al's Consumer Protection 
Division immediately lf they 
are correct, the law provides 
that the seller can be enjoined 
from such practices and that 
the buyer is entitled to restitu­ 
tion. Or a consumer can con­ 
sult a po vale attorney and col­ 
lect three times the amount of 
damages, plus attorney’s fees 
and court costs, if a judge 
finds the suit is valid. 


Our lawyers have won a 


court judgment against a car 
deale* who was picking up new 
cars in one city, unhooking the 
odometers, driving them to 
another city several hundred 
miles away, and selling them 
there as brand-new cars with 
little or no mileage on them 
And we’ve received reports 


of a few dealers who routinely 
unhook odometers on demon­ 
strator cars, use them for test 
drives or as personal transpor­ 
tation, then sell them as new 
when they may have several 
hundred or thousand miles on 
them. 


Sometimes used car shop­ 
pers discover a “bargain"—a 
car several years old with a 
minimal number of miles on 
it Such a car may have had its 
•odometer “ rolled back” to 
show far fewer miles than it 
actually has. 
In addition to protection 


from such deception under 
Texas law, there is a federal 
law that requires anyone- 
dealer or individual— who 
sells a new or used car to give 
the buyer an odometer “dis­ 
closure statement” which 
gives the car’s true mileage 
reading and a statement that 
the information is correct. If 
the seller doesn’t know the 
true mileage he must declare 
that it is unknown Then if a 
consumer can prove he was 
sold a car by someone who 
violated these requirements 
or gave false information, he 
can collect three times hts 
damages or J1.500, whichever

Several thousand farmers and ranchers will receive a 
questionnaire during the latter part of this month and the 
first week or so in December from the Texas Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service. 


It will be either a crop or livestock questionnaire, lf 
you are one of those receiving the questionnaire, you are 
requested to fill it out as accurately as possible and return it 
as promptly as possible. 
In this way, you will be doing your part in providing, 
for 
exas agriculture and all of the economy, a true picture 
of our state's most basic industry - agriculture. 
Your cooperation is essential, and today it is even more 
important than ever before to have accurate agriculture 
production inform ation on which sound judgments can be 
made. 


THE SPIRIT OF 
76 seems to be taking hold of 
agriculture, too, bs it relates to parity. 
The latest report on parity for the nation is now 76. It 
was also 76 as of a month ago; a year ago it was 78. It 
means that agriculture generally is about three-fourths as 
well off financially as the rest of the economy. 
The all-farm products index of prices received by Texas 
farmers and ranchers stands at 476. This means a two per 
cent decline compared to a month ago. The crop index was 
up, but the livestock index was down. 
Only oats, hogs and mohair are above parity levels for 
agriculture producers. Wheat in Texas averaged $3.95 per 
bushel; parity is $4.65. A year ago, wheat in Texas sold for 
$4.76 per bushel. 


Grain sorghum averaged $4.46 per hundredweight in 
Texas; parity is $5.18. A year ago, grain sorghum was 
selling at $5.82. 
Cotton continues to be the big exception in crop 
prices. Parity for that commodity is 79 cents a pound; the 
average price in the state is 45 cents per pound; that, 
however, is up six cents per pound from a month ago and is 
about the same as a year ago. 
Hogs, despite some price declines, continue above 
parity. Hog prices in Texas average $54.80; this compares 
with a parity ratio of $48.70. A year ago, hogs in Texas 
brought only $35.60. 


Beef cattle average price is $29.70 compared to $56.20 
parity. Calves averaged almost $23 in Texas; parity is 
almost $70. Sheep and lambs which have been above parity 
in recent months, are now below that ratio, also. 
Mohair at $2,12 is 23 cents a pound above parity. 
Turkey prices to producers average 35 cents per pound; 
parity is 47.4 cents. 
Egg prices average 60 cents per dozen; parity is 77 
cents per dozen.

Georgetown G irl Scout 
leaders Mrs, Frank Hubbard 
and Mrs. Connie Venable, 
through United Way funding, 
attended the Back-Packing for 
Adults training course con­ 
ducted by the Lone Star Girl 
Scout Council, November ll, 15, 
and 16 The course was design­ 
ed to prepare adults to take 
girls back packing. 
Mrs. Jo Harris of Leander 
also attended. She was the third 
person sharing a tent and cook 
unit with the Georgetown 
leaders. 
This was the first backpack 
training offered for adults by 
the Council. The Council has 
previously sponsored backpack­ 
ing events for girls, including a 
backpack unit at the regular 
summer session at Texiake, the 
established Lone Star Girl 
Scout camp. 
In a four hour orientation and 
planning session November ll, 
course participants received in­ 
formation from graduate stu­ 
dent Hope Goodw in on 
backpack

Greenbug populations of up to 
200 greenbugs per foot of row 
were found in oats in William­ 
son County. Possible greenbug 
damage was reported in other 
fields in Williamson County. 


The optimum temperature 
range for greenbug reproduc­ 
tion is between 55 and 95 
degrees F, Parasites and 
predators of the greenbug 
reproduce slo w ly when 
temperatures are below 65 
degrees F. In cool weather the 
greenbug may increase in enor­ 
mous numbers while its 
natural enemies multiply slow­ 
ly 
Sweet potato weevil damage 
was also found in sweet 
potatoes of a gardener in 
Williamson County. If you 
found small pin head-size holes 
in your sweet potatoes and plan 
to grow them next year, you 
should consider selecting a 
different garden site. 


Weevils may continue to feed 
and mate in stored potatoes 
Check your seed carefully and 
reject any weevil-infested 
potatoes Guides are available 
af the County Extension 


Agent’s Office for additional in­ 
formation. 
Screw worm a — Texas ended 
the month of October with a 
total of 13,612 screwworm cases 
for the year. Arizona had 422. 
New Mexico 254, Oklahoma 12; 
and California I. Williamson 
County had a reported 7 cases 
of screwworms for the year, 
and Milam County had 16 


First line of defense against 
screwworm infest&iion of 
livestock is care by the owner. 
Planning breeding schedules to 
avoid calving and lambing dur­ 
ing warm months, and avoiding 
castrating, branding, dehorning 
and earmarking during these 
months are basic precautions. 
Preventing wounds, treating all 
unavoidable wounds with ap­ 
proved insecticides are essen­ 
tial management practices. 


NOTE OF IN TEREST. 
Mirids, often called plant 
bugs or leaf bugs, are small 
sucking insects about Vt inch in 
length. These dull grayish or 
brownish bugs with red, yellow, 
white or green markings are 
very common and are found in 
large numbers at this time of 
year on weeds, shrubs and 
trees. These insects are mostly

Mugs, plates, spoons, coins... 
Collectors gather 
British mementos

New York 
British coronation and hikorical com­ 
memorative* are fast growing into an impor­ 
tant collecting Held. 
Kings and queens, great political events, 
naval victories, royal births, deaths, in­ 
vestitures, coronations, marriages, and ju­ 
bilees have caught the imagination of people 
both in England and in the United States 
Romance and nostalgia are dramatising the 
picture Pomp and pageantry, as captured on 
souvenirs and commemorative*, seem not 
only worth keeping, also but worth multiply­ 
ing by acquisition. 
The range is considerable, and includes 
mugs, glass tumblers, silver beakers, plates, 
figurines, busts, jugs, spoons, coins, music 
boxes that play “God Save the King,” dolls, 
plaques, paperweights, flasks, vases, choco 
late tins, horse brasses, and a host of other 
items have been made in ceramic, china, 
glass, tin, plastic, paper, and fabric. 
Two exhibitors at the recent National Arts 
Antiques Festival in New York are leading the 
way with these unusual wares. Elva S. Mylroie 
of Amsterdam, New York, continues the 
business in British com mein orat i ves begun by 
her mother, Sallie Skyberg, some 45 years 
ago. 
Mrs. Mylroie has no shop, but exhibits at 15 
antique shows each year and makes regular 
trips to England to find her treasures She 
began her own personal collection of British 
souvenirs when she was 12 She became so 
fascinated that she majored in English history 
in college 
As a dealer, she now enjoys her special­ 
ization. 
In spite of growing scarcity and 
rising prices, it is still a highly affordable 
collecting field,” she says 
Her most expensive object shown here was 
an invitation to the coronation of George IV in 
1820 priced at $250 She has charming small 
lithographs for $5, Mugs, imprinted with 
visages of royal persons, ran from $12.50 to 
$60. Queen Victoria is by far the most popular 
sovereign among her collectors, and the Duke 
(rf Windsor is second 
“The Duke was a 
romantic figure who seems to have great 
appeal for Americans.” 
Both Mrs. Mylroie and the trio of owners 
who operate a shop called “Harvinidge” in 
Stonington, Connecticut, do a healthy mail­ 
order business throughout the U S “The 
British are coming” is the current word 
among such dealers who are also seeking out 


books, magazines, prints, and other records of 
royal lives and events. 
The Stonington shop is operated by Henry S. 
Grew and his partners, Vincent and Marjorie 
Smith. The Smiths lived in England for 
several years and began their collection there. 
Mr Grew later joined them in the search and 
sale of British Commemorative* 
At their New York booth, a pair of ceramic 
Figurine flasks of Queen Victoria and Albert 
commanded a top price of $550. A cookie tin, 
decorated for the coronation of Elizabeth II in 
1953 brought a mere $8 50. A pair of Stafford­ 
shire figures of Nicholas and Alexandra of 
Russia sold for $175. A framed handkerchief 
imprinted with Edward's abdication speech of 
1936 cost $20 
Many top British makers are represented in 
commemorative*, 
including 
Wedgwood, 
Royal Doulton, Spode, Minton, Swansea, and 
Fenton. 
Luxury editions first appeared in 1902, and 
were in sharp contrast to the cheap spoons and 
mugs made to be given away free to British 
schoolchildren. 
The first coronation medal was issued for 
the coronation of Edward VI, and such medals 
are now a peculiarly British phenomenon. 
The flood of wares that came with Queen 
Victoria’s diamond jubilee in 1897 was unsur­ 
passed. Indeed, her 64-year reign has pro­ 
vided a vast array of mementos and com­ 
memorative* for present-day collectors. 
Although there are not yet a great many 
commemoratives for today’s Prince Charles, 
a growing number of persons are collecting 
them while they are both inexpensive and 
available. 
Many 
collectors 
look 
wily 
for 
com­ 
memorative objects of a certain monarch, or 
for certain forms or materials such as tin, 
glass, or pottery. 
The opinion of dealers is that prices of such 
wares will continue to go up. and that their 
investment value will increase with scarcity 
and age. 
A visitor to England who would like to see 
great collections of British commemoratives 
should view the Willett Collection at Brighton 
Museum and should visit the main English 
pottery room in the Victoria and Albert 
Museum in London, as well as at the Schriber 
collection. Two reference books have been 
printed: “Coronation Souvenirs and Com­ 
memoratives 
by David Rodgers, published 
by Latimer New Dimensions, Ltd., in London, 
and “Commemorative Pottery 1780-1900,” by 
John and Jennifer May, published by Scrib­ 
ner’s in New York at $12.50, but now dis­ 
continued.

Five levels of fix-it skill for home eppliance repair

If you have taken'a small appliance, 
toaster, iron, or mixer to a repair shop 
after the warranty has expired, you know 
that repairs can cost a third to a half of the 
original price And a house call to fix a 
range, automatic dryer, or dishwasher can 
run $15 to $50 
But if you’re handy with tools and want to 
save dollars, you’ll find that do-it-yourself 
appliance servicing cai save you $10 to $15

per hour for spare time work at home 
Appliance troubles range from easy to 
difficult-to-fix, 90 pick a level to start and 
build your skills in steps 
Firs! level — about one-third of _ 
service calls turn out to be false alarms 
Checking the power to an appliance ii 
always the first order of fix-it business 
Suppose you turn on a TV and it fails to 
light up Any number of things could be 


all 


rn 


wrong, but the first thing to look for is 
whether the cord is plugged into the socket 
Someone may have pulled it to plug in a 
vacuum sweeper and failed to reconnect 
the TV, An automatic oven may fail to heat 
because a child has played with the timing 
dials. Check the timer on any automatic 
appliance to assure it is set to operate 


Second level — power cords take a 
beating and wires loosen or disconnect 
themselves in plugs. Sometimes a wire 
breaks in a toaster or heating device, even 
rn electric ranges A close look usually 
discloses these breaks, and a simple contin­ 
uity checker will help to locate breaks not 
easily seen. See below for a booklet that 
explains how to use one. Once you find a 
break, simply reconnect the wire(s). 


Third level — dismantling an appliant 
or removing the outer shell or access panel 
opens the works for trouble-shooting Of 
course, if the device is electric, disconnect 
it from power before attempting to find the 
trouble. Many large and small appliances 
include an internal fuse. A wiring diagram, 
usually on an access panel back, will 


disclose its location 
Thermostats and 
timers 
tend 
to 
malfunction 
more 
frequently than other less rugged parts. 
Examine internal wiring or piping for 
breaks or loose connections. Any of these 
malfunctions can usually be corrected with 
a new fuse, a new wire, or a replacement 
part. 
Fourth level — you should be a skilled 
handyman with a kit of tools and a trouble­ 
shooting guide to tackle “remove-and- 
replace problems. Finding the source of 
the trouble can be more of a problem than 
fixing it. Few servicemen will repair a 
faulty component, such as a timer, ther­ 
mostat, or solenoid valve. Water leaks may 
often be repaired by replacing gaskets or 
seals. 
Fifth level — these are jobs for the 
professional. Replacing bearings, a trans­ 
mission in a washing machine, and most 
TV malfunctions call for special tools and 
training. 
Look ahead and be prepared for appli­ 
ance troubles; they are bound to happen 
sometime All things mechanical or elec­ 
trical will fail sometime during their useful 


Hfe. If your owner’s manual does not 
include an illustrated diagram and parts 
list, write to the manufacturer for a service 
guide. 
Replacement parts and components are 
readily available at service centers in most 
cities. If you live in a smaller town, obtain 
parts by mail from the manufacturer or a. 
designated parts store. Ask the manufac­ 
turer for a mail-order source. 
' The Care and Easy Repair of Household 
Equipment” offers illustrated instructions 
and a trouble-shooting guide for nearly 
every home appliance. Ask your nearest 
Cooperative Extension Service for a copy 
or send 25 cents to Agriculture Extension 
Service, University of Tennessee, Knox­ 
ville, Tenn. 37901.

G eorgetow n police w ere 
busier in several aspects of 
their work during October than 
in September, according to the 
department’s monthly report 
compiled by chief dispatcher 
Loretta Pickett. 
The report showed police 
made 242 total traffic arrests 
last month and 28 non-traffic 
arrests, compared to 178 traffic 
arrests and 15 non-traffic 
arrests the month before. 
Twenty-two auto accidents 
were recorded in October, com­ 
pared to 15 in September. 
Four reports of theft and 14 of 
burglary or attempted burglary 
were investigated during Oc­ 
tober. In September, police 
checked into ten theft reports 
and s e v e n b u r g l a r y or 
attempted burglary reports. 
The department also record­ 
ed four cases of alleged drug 
violations and served eight 
warrants, compared to no nar­ 
cotics cases and four warrants 
in September. 
Officers issued 128 speeding 
citations in October, which they 
issued 106 the previous month. 
Other aspects of police work 
were less active last month, 
however. 
During Septem ber seven 
cases of assault, three of 
animal bite, and a hit-and-run 
were recorded.
